unventilated rooms, radical changes 
in clothing, indiscretion

falls 
largely 
upon 
the 


W a y s md Means Committee. 
“Tin Chairman of that Committee, 
Representative Claude iKtchen, has 
stated that he is opposed fo the n a ­ 
tional defense program. 
His defec­ 
tion is more serious whin it is re­ 
membered that his party has 
been 
unable to keep our national finances 
Upon a sound basis when only o r d i n ­ 
ary demands were to he met. 
Mr. 
Kitchen himself has already pointed 
out that thre i- a serious deficit 111 
the Treasury to lie provided for.

pear strong and well in the spring, 
it may be crippled and it may be 
dead. 
The fate of the law and of 
the many amendments which are be­ 
ing planned, rests largely upon the 
Supreme court’s decision in the five 
cases pending. 
it the law comes through that or­ 
deal whole, it must still p ass 
into 
the hands 
of 
congress. 
President 
\\ ilson wants the exemptions of the 
tax lowered, and the surtax started 
at a lower figure and increased more 
rapidly than at present.

McAdoo wants the rates of taxation 
on both individual and corporate in ­
